nowadays. 
Traveling companies re- 
port poor business, 
and 
many go 


broke, leaving the forlorn players to 
make their way home as best they 
can. 


A certain proportion of standard 


companies asking high prices 
still 


draw crowds anywhere. There is still 
a demand for high class plays. Peo- 
ple should feel 
the 
obligation to 


patronize these 
standard 
com- 


panies, 
if 
they 
want 
to 
pre- 
serve the finest things in dramatic 
art. 
But the public will not pay one 


to two dollars to see mediocre shows 
when they 
are 
offered 
excellent 


movies for from 10 to 25 cents. The 
theatre managers have accentuated 
these -tendencies by unclean and sug- 
gestive plays that drive away 
the 
substantial element. 


In former years the outlying cir- 
cuits have been full of companies 
asking a dollar to ?1.50 for best 
•eats. Many of these performances 
were little better than 30 cent rep- 
ertory companies. The actors ranted 
and sawed the 
air. 
the 
actresses 


screeched and yelled. 
That kind of 
thing is far inferior to a really good 
movie, where you see people stand- 
Ing at the top of the profession. 


The field for stage struck 
young 


people has narrowed down, or rather 
has been transferred to the movie 
stage. 
Unless they have very dis- 
tinctive gifts they would be better 
off to stay at home and, do house- 
work or saw wood. 


If they are just ordinarily bright 


young people, with some little tal- 
ent for mimicry, dancing, or sing- 
ing, the loyal amateur field gives 
them all the glory that is good for 
them. They will "be received with 
rapturous applause by their friends. 
Incidentally they will make them- 
selves very valuable by the assist- 
ance they give to good home causes.
